Th« San Francisco Journal of Com- 


merce has been publishing th» opinions 
of prominent San Franciscans on the 
Silver question.

All the controversy on the silver 


\SBuebasbeenbrought about by bond- 
holders, foreigners and the National 
banks, who are influenced by -various 
causes, chief of which is that they want 
a fluctuating currency ns a basis of 
speculation, mid they can speculate in 
silver. Som* Congressmen, who have 
not closely studied the subject, have 
fallen into the trap. So far a» Mr, 
Gage lias observed, the producers, the 
tillers of tne soil and the manufacturers 
have not quarrelled with silver and do 
not seem to be worried over the existing 
state of affairs. If the Oovernin.tnt 
agrees to pay a bond in a certain kind 
of currency, that agreement should not 
be tampered with, whether the currency 
specified be gold, silver, paper or nickel. 
All honest men stand by their agree- 
ments, and tbe Government should be 
no less nor no more honest than indi- 
ridnals, but should keep to the face o! 
the bond." 


' The Senate Committee on Commerce 
Tuesday reported in executive session 
adversely on the nomination of McGrath 
•whom the President appointed Collector 
of Internal Bevenue in West Virginia. 
McGrath was appointed to take the 
place of a man -who was removed. It is

THE SII.VEK DOLLAR. 


Ih« Bt-metBllUU Gamin* Htrrnfth 


at tbe East. 


WASHINGTON, February 23.—Senator 


Jones said to-day that a revolution in 
opinion on the silver dollar IB taking 
place in the East. He says lhat the 
Silver Bureau is receiving evidenoeg 
every day of a great awakenicg on the 
subject. He cited as an illustration the 
action of the New York Legiilature, 
which Bomc time ago instructed the 
New York Senators to vole for the sus- 
pension of silver coinage, and later 
reconsidered and withdrew the instruc- 
tion, Senator Jones thinks that tbe 
Bland bill for free coinage will not come 
up in the House for sixty or ninety 
days, and he is confident thst it will 
'pass the House. In the Senate he 
thinks th» bill will have a very close 
vote, but that it wilf get through. The 
President \\ill veto the bill, but the 
effect of pissing it in both branches of 
Congress will be of great value. 


Senator Jones says that within a year 


tbe country will be practically unani- 
mous on the question of bi-m»tallism, 
and that no hobtilo legislation to silver 
will be possible. The Chronicle cor- 
respondent asked Senator Jones whether 
he intended to srmke a speech on the 
subject. He replied that he would if a 
bill was presented, or if the subject 
came up in some definite form for 
action. The discussion that has already 
taken place on silve», in the House 
especially, has been pushed on the 
country by demagogues who wtre over- 
eager to unload speeches for the benefit 
of the spectacular effect it would have 
on their constituents. Scott, of Penn- 
sylvania, Byrnes, o/ Colorado, and Mills, 
of Texas, spoke their pieces to empty 
seats, and the severest criticism was 
passed upon tharn for abusing the rules 
of the House to speak on silver when 
other subjects were being considered.

States Attorney Dickson has done splen- 
did work in bringing the polygamists 
to justice, and deserves well of the na- 
tion. The Administration should re- 
ward his services with a Federal Judge- 
ship. 


Hnw JlBuy Buuils Will be Called, 


Secretary Manning, says the Bulletin, 


was a little slow in issuing bis first call 
for bonds. 
It took him nearly ten 


months to make up his mind in the 
matter. Since then he has done well. 
Interest on the first call for §10,000,000 


s^d on the 1st, and intercut on the 


second call of like amount will cease on 
Monday. The bonds embraced in the 
third call will cease to bear interest on 
tho urst of April. Parties holding three 
per cents are anxious to know how long 
the Secrotary proposes to keep up the 
calls at these short intervals. This will, 
of coarse, depend upon his available 
surplus. 
The net revenue of tha Gov- 


ernment for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1865, was $24,729,164 less than for 
the previous fiscal year, while the net 
expenditure was $12,100,691 greater. 
This cut the surplus at both ends, and 
the amount available for tbe reduction 
of the debt was JiO,929,8511 less than 
for the previous year. In other words, 
the surplus available for the reduction 
of the debt in 1884-5 was $63,403,771, 
against $104,393,725 in 1883-4. 
No 


bonds were called in during the last 
seven months of 1884-5, so there must 
have been a considerable surplus for 
this purpose on hand on the 1st of Jnl;, 
1885. To this must be added the accu- 
mulation for the last six months of 1865 
to get th» amount available when Sec- 
retary Manning's first call was issued. 
Possibly it is bis intention to keep the 
calls monthly until the end of May, so 
as to get $60,000,000 of the three per 
cents cancelled by tbe close of the cur- 
rent fiscal year. 


The second and concluding volume of 


Elaine's "Twenty Years of Congress" 
has been published. It embraces the 
period between Johnson's installation 
as President and Garfield's election. 
The earlier chapters are occupied mainly 
with the reconstruction problems, the 
contest between the President and Con- 
gress, and the 
impeachment trial. 


Grant's eight years' administration are 
discussed in a generous and catholic 
spirit, and tbe closing chapters deal 
with current questions of political dis- 
cussion. In closing Elaine says: "The 
national Government has in these twenty 
years proved its strength in war and its 
conservatism in peace. The self-restraint 
which the citizens of the Republic ex- 
hibited in the hour of need, tho great 
burdens which they bore under the in- 
spiration of public duty, the public 
order which they maintained by their 
instinctive obedience to the command of 


law, 
all attest tbe good government of a 


self-governing people. Full liberty to 
criticise the acts of persons in official 
station, free agitation of all political 
questions, frequent elections that give 
opportunity for prompt settlement of 
all issues that tend to insure popular 
content and public safety. No govern- 
ment of modern times has encountered 
the dangers that beset the United States, 
nor achieved the triumphs wherewith 
the nation is now crowned. The assas- 
sination of two Presidents, one inaugu- 
rated at the beginning, the other at th* 
close of this period, while the cause of 
profound national grief, reflects no dis- 
honor upon the popular Government; 
neither crime had its origin in the po- 
litical institutions or its growth in tbe 
social organization of the 
country. 


Both crimes received the execration of 
all parties and all sections. In the 
universal sorrow which they inspired, 
iu the majestic supremacy of the law 
which they failed to disturb, may be 
read the strongest proof of the stability 
of a government which is founded upon 
rights fortified by intelligence and in- 
wrought with the virtues of the peo- 
ple," 


DEATH OF DB. BBOWjni. 


MMtch of the Car*** »f lh» Super- 


intendent of the Inune A*ylam. 


Dr. W. T. Browne, Superintendent of 


th* Stokkton State Insane Asylum, died 
in San Francisco at 11 F. M. lust Monday- 
night. Ha was in usual health and 
good ipirits, and on that day dined 
with Superintendent Sedgwick at the 
Houie of Correction. Tbe remains were 
taken to Stoakton. The Poat saysDr. 
Browne has had charge ol the Stockton 
Asylum for about two years, and has 
brought the management ol the institu- 
tion up to a high degree of perfection. 
Deceased was looked upon as one of 
the ablest Superintendents of the Asy- 
lums in this country,. He was a man 
of fine presence, genial nature and pos- 
sessed of great executive ability. He 
had been troubled with heart disease tor 
several years, and it is thought that hia 
death, which was caused by the malady, 
was hastened by an investigation of his 
conduct as Superintendent of tha Asy- 
lum, brought about by tha malicious 
charges of a, discharged female attendant. 
Dr. Browne was sixty-five years of age, 
and leaves a widow to mourn his loss. 
He was for many yeary Assistant Super- 
intendent of the institution for tbe in- 
sane at Mockton, and was appointed 
Superintendent upon the resignation of 
Dr. Shnrtleff.

The Trnckee Bepnblican of Wednes- 


day says: 


The Eepublican reporter yesterday 


paid a visit to the new steam laundry, 
and took in the whole works. At the 
door he was received by Mr. Geo. L 
Murdock, th« Superintendent, who left 
the work h« was so busily engaged in, 
and showed tha scribe all over the es- 
tablishment, even going so far in his 
urbanity and politeness aa to proffer 
him a dip through the mangle, bat as 
the reporter already belonged to the 
press, he didn't care to be pressed 
again. There are nine persons, aside 
from the Superintendent, employed in 
nnd about the establishment, three 
women being included in the force. 
Jiaeph Weils has charge of the washi"g 
department, and at the rate at which 
they were turning out the white shirts 
and other garments, an immense amount 
of work can be ilouu mttit the present 
force. The drying room, is a cariosity, 
and consists ol n goo44iZed room pro- 
vidtd with olotben Lmrsrt, on which are 
hutig the wet clothe*, alter passing 
through the wringer. The horses ruu 
on rollers, and being once filled, are 
run back into the room, which is healed 
by iron pipe? and kept at a proper 
temperature to ensure rapid drying ol 
the garments, The washer, into which 
the clothes are first placed, is a mon- 
strous affair, consisting of a big drum 
revolted by steam, lined with corrugated 
boards, similar to a wash-board. Juto 
this receptacle are thrown the soiled 
clothes, and the washer set in motion. 
After a thorough scrubbing in this roll- 
ing t-ath, they are taken out and placet 
on tne receiving table, and each piece 
gone over separately, If spots or dir 
marks are found, they are taken in 
band, and bt means of a brush, soap 
and water, are removed, before going 
np into the boiling tub. 
Should the; 


be extra dry garnunts, especially woolei 
ones, where the dirt clings closest, 
they are introduced to the pounding 
tub, where a few applications of th 
pounder releases the obdurate dirt, am 
they are consigned to their fate in th 
rinsing tub, from there to the blueinj 
tub, and onward to the squeez:ng maws 
of the wringer. The visitors will at one 
be impressed with the fact that there i 
no special wear upon the clothes. Ther 
is no rubbing on ragged wash-boards
